GREAT NORTH CAROLINA DAM 
BURSTS; WARNING OF FLOOD. 


Giant Wall of Water from Lake 
Tcxaway Rushes Down Valley 
Toward Chuga . 


Asheville, N. C., Aug. 13.—The great 
dam at Lake Toxaway, weakened by the 
recent floods, broke this evening, sending 
4 great wall of water down the valley 
toward western South Carolina. No lives 
had been reported lost late tonight and 
watnings are believed to have enabled 
most persons in the path of the flood to 
reach safety. 

The lake, an artificial body of water 
covering 550 acres and an average depth 
of thirty feet, was reported almost en- 
tirely drained. The dam, an eighth of a 


mile long and fifty feet high, was com- 


pletely destroyed. The town of Lake 
Toxaway suffered only minor damage. 
The released waters tonight were rush-' 
ing through the Toxaway river valley, a 
comparatively uninhabited section, to- 
wards the Chuga river in South Carolina. 
Anderson, Walhalla, Pickens, and Seneca 
counties comprised the territory imme-

Chicago’s most vivid memory of a rail- 
road ‘strike is that of the spectacular 
affair of 1804, the worst in the history of 
the city. „ ' | 
This strike was not directed originally 
at the railroads, but at the Pullman com- 
pany. With the close of the world’s fair 
and the business depression that followed 
the big car building concern south of the 
city found itself compelled to reduce its 
working force from about 4,500 to leas 
than 1,100. 

Early in the winter of 1893-'34, however, 
a number of contracts were obtained and 
the force was enlarged again until nearly 
4,000 men were on the payroll. The em- 
ployés found, however, that wages had 
been reduced about 33 1-8 per cent. | 

On May 10 the men held a secret 
meeting and voted to strike on the 12th. 
Company officials heard of the meeting 
and arranged to close the works at 
noon on the llth The men in turn 
heard of this and walked out. 


Debs Takes the Lead. 


A month later the American Railway 


union held a national convention in Chi- 
cago, presided over by Engene V. Debs. 
A epecial committee was appointed to 
confer with the Pullman officials about 
the strike, but was told the company had 
“nothing to arbitrate.” Thereupon the 
union served notice of a boycott, to take 
effect June 26 and to be directed at all 
roads using Pullman cars. 

The railroads promptly announced that 
they would resist the boycott. 

Thus began the great strike that cost the 
lives of twelve men killed in riots, pre- 
cipitated a controversy between Gov. Alt- 
geld and President Cleveland as to the 
use of federal troope in Chicago and in- 
volved a loss to all concerned of more, 
than $7,000,000.
